rity thereof,That all and every the Art- 
ticles and O2ders i this Act mentioned, 
(zall be duely andreſpectively put in Ere- 
cution, obſerved, and obeyed in manier 
hereafter mentioned, 


I. Hit all Commanders, Captains, and other Officers at 
Sea, ſhall cauſe tae Pablique Worſhip of Almighty 
God, accordin- to the Liturgy of the Church of England, e- 
tabliſhed by Law, to be ſolemnly, orderly, and reyerently 
performed in their reſpe&tive Ships : And that Prayers and 
Preacuinss by the reſpective Chaplains, in holy Order, of 
_ the reſpective Ships, be performed diligently ; and that the 
Lords-day be obſerved accordins to Law. 


I 1. Every perfon and perſons in His Majeſties pay, ulins 
unlawfull and raſh Oathes, Curlings, Execrations, Drun- 
kenneſs, Uncleanneſs, or other Scandalous Ations in dero- 
cation of GODS honour, and corruption of good manners, 


ſhall be puniſhed by Fine, Imprifonment, or otherwiſe, as 
the Court-Martiall ſhall think fit. 


I TI. If any Officer, Mariner, Souldier, or other perſon 
in the Fleet , ſhall give, hold , or entertain Intelligence, 
to, or with- any King, Prince, or State, being enemy to, or 
any perſons in Rebellion againſt His Majeſty, His Heirs and 
Succeflors, without diredtion or leave from the Kings Majeſty, 
the Lord High-Admirall, Vice-Admirall, or Commander in 


chief of any Squadron, every ſuch perſon or perſons ſo offen- 
ding, ſhall be puniſhed with death. 


IV. Itany Letter or Meſſage from any King, Foreign Prince, 
| State,

State, or Potentate, beings an enemy to the Kinss Majeſty, 
His Heirs and Succeſlors, or on their behalf, be conveyed 
to any inferiour Officer , Mariner, or Souldier, or other 
in tie Fleet, and the ſaid Officer , Mariner, Souldier, .or 
Qtner as aforeſaid, do not within twelve hours (navins op- 
portunity ſo to-do) acquaint the ſuperiour Commander with 
it; orif a Superionr Officer or Mariner, beings acquainted 
trerewith by an Inferiour Othcer, Mariner, or other, or him- 
felf in his own perſon, receiving a Letter or Meſlage from any 
ſuciz Enemy or .Rebell, and ſhall not in convenient time re- 
veal the ſame to the Admiral, Vice-Adnmural,or the Comman- 
der of the Squadron, every ſuch perſon ſhall be puniſhed with 
death, or ſuch other puniſhment as the Court-Martiall ſhall 
think fit, . 


V. Noperſon or perſons of the Fleet ſhall relieve an Enemy 
or Rebe!l, in time of War, with Money, ViQuals, Powder, 
Shot, Arms, Ammunition , or any otter Supplies whatſo- 
ever, direaly or indirealy, upon pain of death, or ſuch 
or puniſhment as the Conrt-Martial ſhall think fit to im- 
pole. 


V I. All the Papers, Charter-Parties, Bills of Lading, Paſ- 
ports, and other Writings whatſoever, that ſhall be taken, 
ſeized, or found aboard any Ship or Ships which ſhall be 
ſirprized or ſeized as Prize, ſhall de duely preſerved, and not 
torn, nor made away, but the very Originals ſent up intirely, 
and withoutfraud, to the Court of Admiralty, or ſuch. other 
Commiſſioners as ſhall be appointed for that purpoſe ; there 
to be viewed, made uſe of, and proceeded: upon according 
to Law, upon pain of loſs of all the ſharers of the Takers, 
and ſuch further puniſhment to be inflited vpon the Offen- 
ders therein, as the quality of their offence and nuſdemeanor 
ſhall be found to deſerve, and the Court-Martiall ſhall im- 
| poſe. | VII. None 
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"VII. None in His Majeſties pay ſhall take out of any Prize, 
of Ship, or Goods ſeized on for Prize, any Money, Plate, 
Goods, Lading or Tackle , before Judgement thereof fir 
paſt in the Admiralty Court, but the tull and entire accompr 
of the whole , without imbezlement , ſhall be bronght in 
and Judgement paſt intirely upon the whole, without fraud, 
upon pain of ſuch puniſhment as ſhall be impoſed by a Court- 
Martiall,or the Court of Admiralty ; excepting, That it ſhall 
| be lawfull for all Captains, Seamen, Souldiers, and others, 
ſerving as aforeſaid, to take and to have to themſelves as 
Pillage, without further or other accompt to be given for the 
ſame, all ſuch Goods and Merchandizes (other then Armes, 
Ammunition, Tackle, Furniture, or Stores of ſuch Ship) as 
ſhall be found by them, or any of them in any Ship (they ſhall 
take in Fight or Prize) upon or above the Gun-deck of the ſaid 
Ship, and not otherwiſe. 


- VIII. None ſhall imbezle, ſteal, or take away any Cables, 
Anchors, Sails, or any of the Ships Furniture, or any of the 
Powder, or Arms, or Ammunition of the Ship, upon pain of 
death, or other puniſhment, as the quality of the offence ſhall 
be found by a Court-Martial to deſerve. 


'T X. If any Foreign Ship or Veſſel ſhall be taken as Prize, 
that ſhall not fight or make reſiſtance, that in that caſe, none 
of the Captains, Maſters, or Mariners, being Foreigners, ſhall 
be ſtripped of their Cloaths,' or in any ſort pillaged, bearen, 
or.evill entreated, upon pain, That the perſon or perſons ſo 
offending, ſhall forfeit double damages ; but the ſaid Foreign 
Ships, and all the Goods ſo taken, ſhall be preſerved intire to 
receive Judgement in the Admiralty Court,according to right

X. Every Captain or Commander, who upon ſignall or 
order of fight , or view , or light of any Ships of the Enemy, 
Pirate , or Rebel , or likelihood of Eggagement , ſhall not 
putall things in his Ship in a fit poſture for fight , and ſhall not 
in his own perſon , and accordins. to his place , hearten and 
encourage the inferiour Officgrs and common men to tight 
couraSiouſly , and not to behave themſelves faintly, ſhall be 
caſhiered : And if he or they ſhall yield to the Enemy, Pirate, 
or Rebels, or cry for quarter , he or they ſo doing ſhall ſuffer 
the pains of death , or ſuch other puniſhment as the offence 
ſhall deſerve. 


X I. Every Captain , Commander , and other Othcer, 
Seaman, or Souldier of any Ship, Frigot , or Veſſel of Warre , 
ſhall duly obſerve the Commands of the Admirall , or other 
his Superiour or Commander of any Squadron , as well for 
the Afailing or Setting upon any Fleet , Squadron, or Ships 
of the Enemy, Pirate , or Rebels , or jovning Battell with 
them , or makins defence againſt them, as all other the Com- 
mands of the Admirall , or other his Superiour Commander, 
upon pain to ſuffer death, or other puniſhment , as the quality 
of his nesleR or offence ſhall deſerve. 


X I1. Every Captain , and all other Ofticers , Mariners , 
and Soldiers of every Ship, Frigot , or Veſſel of War , that 
ſhall in time of any fight or engagement , withdraw or keep 
back, or not come into the fight and engage, and do his ut- 
moſt, to take, fire, kill , and endamase the Enemy, Pirate , 
or Rebels; and aſſiſt, and-relieve all and every.of His Maje- 
ſties Ships, ſhall for ſuch offence of cowardize or diſafteQion , 
be tried and ſuffer pains of death, or other puniſhment, as the 
circumſtances of the offence ſhall deſerve , and the Court- 
Martial ſhall judge fit, 

XIII. The 
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XIII, The Captains, Officers, and Seamen of all Ships, 
appointed for Convoy and Guard of Merchants Ships, or any 
other, ſhall atlgenrend upon that Charge without de- 
lay, accordins to thefr Inſtructions in that behalf; and 
whoſoever ſhall be faulty therein, and ſhall not faithfully per- 
form the ſame, and defend thag$hips and Goods in their Con- 
voy , Without either diverting to other parts or occaſions ; or 
refuſing or negleRing to fight in their defence, if they be ſet 
upon , or aſſailed, or running away cowardly , and ſubmit- 
tins thoſe in their Convoy to hazaxd and peril , or ſhall de- 
mand and exa& any Money , or other Reward from any 
Merchant or Maſter, for conveying of any ſuch Ships or other 
Veſlels belongins to his Majeſties Subje&s , ſhall be condem- 
ned to make reparation of the damage to the Merchants, Ow- 
ners and others , as the Court of Admiralty ſhall adjudge ; 
and alſo be puniſhed criminally according to the quality of 
their offences, be it by pains of death or other puniſhment, ac- 
cording as ſhall be judged fit by the Conrt-Martial. | 


XIV. Whatſoever perſon or perſons, in, or belonging to 
the Fleet , either through cowardize, negligence, or diſafte- 
tion, ſhall forhear to purſue the chaſe of any Enemy , or 
Pirate , or Rebel beaten, or flying , or ſhall not relieve or 
allift a known friend in view, to the utmoſt of his power! , ſhall

XV. Whenat any time , ſervice, or ation ſhall be com- 
manded ,' no man ſhall preſume to ſtop or put backward,. or 
diſcourage the ſaid fervice and a&ion, by pretence of Arrears 


. of Wages, or upon any pretence of Wages whatſoever , upon 
- pain of death. ; 
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"X VI. All Sea-Captains , Othcers and Seamen , that ſhall 
betray their Truſt, or turn to the Enemy, Pirate , Or Rebels. 
and either run away with their Sip or any Ordnance , Am- 
munition , or Proviſion , to the weakning of the Service , or 
yield the ſame up to the Enemy, Pirate , or Rebels , ſhall be 
puniſhed with death. 


X VII. All Sea-Captains, Officers, or Mariners, that ſhall 
deſert the Service or their Imployment in the Ships , or ſhall 
run away , or intice any others fo to do, ſhall be puniſhed 


with death. 


XV III. All perſons whatſoever that ſhall come , or be 
found in the nature of Spies , to bring any ſedvcing Letters or 
Meſlages from any Enemy or Rebel , or ſhall attempt or en- 
deavour to corrupt any Captain, Officer, Mariner, or other of 
the Navy or Fleet , -to betray his or their Truſt, and yield up 
any Ship or Ammunition, or turn to the Enemy or Rebe], ſhall 
be puniſhed with death. 


X I X. No perſon inor belongins to the Fleet , ſhall utter 
words of Sedition or Mutiny , nor make or endeavour to make 
any Mutinous Aflemblies upon any pretence whatſoever, upon 
pain of death. 


' X X. No perſon in or belongings to the Fleet, ſhall conceal 
any Traiterous or Mutinous praQtices , de{ignes or words, or 
any words ſpoken by any to the prejudice of His Majeſty or 
Government, or any words, pra&tices, or delignes , tendins to 
the hindrance of the Service , but ſhall forth;vith reveal them 
to his Sperior, that a meet proceedings may be had thereupon, 
upon pain of ſuch puniſhment as a Court-Martial ſhall find to

X X II. If any of the Fleet find cauſe of Complaint of the 
un»vholſomo2fs of his Vicaals, or upon other juſt ground , he 
ſhall quietly make the ſame known to-his Superior, or Captain, 
or Commander in Chief, as the occalion may deſerve, that 
ſuch preſent remedy may be had as the matter may require , 
and the ſaid Superior or Commander is to cauſe the ſame to 
be preſently remedied accordingly ; but no perſon upon any 
ſuch or other pretence , ſhall privately attempt to ftir up any 
diſturbance , upon pain of ſuchſevere puniſhment as a Court-

XXII1. None ſhall quafrel or fight in the Ship, nor uſe pro- 
voking or reproachful ſpeeches tending to make any quarrel 
or diſturbance, upon pain of Impriſonment-, and ſuch other 
puniſhment as the offence ſhall deſerve , and the Court-Mar- 
ſhal ſhall impoſe. 


XXIV. That there be no waſtfull expence of any Powder , 
Shot, Ammunition, or other Stores in the Fleet , nor any im- 
bezlement thereof, but that the Stores and Proviſions be care- 
fully preſerved upon ſuch penalties by Fine, Impriſonment, or 
otherwiſe, uponthe Offenders , Abetters, Buyers , and Re- 
Fo as ſhall be by a Court-Marſhal found juſt in that be-

XXV. That care be taken in the Conducting and Steering 
ofthe Ships, that through wilfulneſs, negligence , or other 
defaults, none of His Majeſties Ships be tranded or run upon 


any 
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any Rocks or Sands, or ſplit, or hazarded, vpon pain, that 
ſuch as ſhall be found guilty therein, be puniſhed by Fine, 
Impriſonment,or otherwiſe,as the offence by a Court-Marſhal 
ſhall be adjudged to deferve. 


XXVI. All perſons that ſhall willinglyburn or ſet fire on 
any Ship, or Magazine, or'Store of Powder, or Ship, Boat, 
Ketch, Hoy, or Veſſel, or Tackle, or Furniture thereto be- 
longing, not appertaining to the Enemy or Rebel, ſhall be 


puniſhed with death. 


XXVH. No man, in, or betbnging to the Fleet, ſhall ſleep 
tipon his Watch, or negligently perform the duty impoſed on 
him, or forſake his ſtation, upon pain of death, or other pu- 
ment as the circumſtances of the Gaſe ſhall require. 


XXV1III. All Murthers and wilful Killins of any Perſons 
in the Ship, ſhall be pun:ſhed with death, 


XXIX. AH Robbery and Theft committed by any perſon, 
in or belongings to the Fleet, ſhall be puniſhed with death, or 
otherwiſe, as the Court-Marſhal upon conl:deration of the 
circumſtances ſhall tind meet. 


XXX. No Provoſt-Marſhal belonsins to the Fleet, ſhall 
refuſe to receive or keep anyPriſoner committed to his charse, 
nor ſuifter him to eſcape, beins once in his cuſtody,nor diſmiſs 
him without order, upon pain of being 1yable to the ſame pu- 
niſhment which ſhould have been inflited npon the Party diſ- 
miſſed, or permitted to eſcape, or ſuch other puniſhment as 
the Conrt-Marſhal ſhall think fit.

his or their Dep:ity or Deputies, or to any other the Officers 
or Miniſters of the Admiralty, or to any others having or clai- 
mins any Admiral Power, Jarisdi&tion , or Authority within 
this Realm and YV ALE S, or any other the Kings Domi- 
ons, any other power , right , jurisdiftion , preheminence,

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aythopity, then he or they, -or any-of them 'Iawfully have, 
hath, orhad; or ought to have and enjoy 'before the'makins 
of this AQ, other then for ſuch of the oftences ſpecified in the 
feveral Articles contained in this "AG, as hereafter ſhall be 
done upon the main Sea, or in Ships or Veſſels being, and ho- 
yerins 1n the main Stream of great Rivers, onely beneath the 
Bridges of the ſameRivers, nigh to the Sea, within the Juriſ- 
diftion of the Adniiralty, and in none other places whatſoe- 
ver, and committed onely by ſuch perſons, asſhall be in atual 
Service and pay in His Majeſties Fleet, or Ships of War.
